—In a recent conversation with 
an American Lieutenant of our 
air forces who had finished his 
bombing missions over Italy and 
is now instructing cadets in this 
country, I had confirmation of 
two pleasant rumors concerning 
the Island of Capri, that it has 
suffered no physical destruction, 
neither at the time of the bomb¬ 
ing of Naples—which Is only 18 
miles away—nor since; and that 
ti has become for our military 
personnel of all branches and 
grades, In southern Italy, a 
place for rest, recuperation, fur¬ 
lough and short leave. And in 
this, the Lieutenant told me, we 
have simply changed places with 
the Germans, who were using the 
island for the same purpose until 
driven out of southern Italy by 
the Allied invasion.

following four rules during the 
kite season, boys and girls can 
help avoid the costly trouble that 
comes when flying kites tangle 
with power lines.

And far down be¬ 
low you is the sea, shining in the 
late afternoon sun and dotted 
with the white sails of bird-like 
pleasure boats, skimming the 
magnificent circle of Naples’ bay, 
18 miles across, to where that 
city’s thousand palaces climb to¬ 
ward her sunlit hilltops. And on 
your right is the dominating, 
scorched cone of Vesuvius flaunt¬ 
ing a grev and white plume of 
smoke a mile long. 

You turn again toward the 
Piazza, at the sound of laughter. 
From a lower street emerges a 
small group of interesting-looking 
men and women in gay beach 
costumes and carrying small, 
brightly striped duffel bags. You 
hear French words, Italian words, 
German words, English words, 
and perhaps Russian. They seat 
themselves at cafe tables on the 
shady side of the Piazza. Then 
another group arrives from the 
beaches. No two costumes are 
alike. More languages! Then you 
remember to have heard that 
people come to Capri from as far 
away as India and stay tor weeks 
-sometimes forever. You vOw to 
return. The cable car gong clangs. 
You hurry away, but maybe you 
will come back. I did.

entrance. This lying down always 
makes a tremendous impression 
on one going in for the first time 
— especially upon the ladies; and 
if the sea is a bit rough one does 
not go in at all. Once inside, 
the boatmen make an uproar 
comparable to a herd of lusty sea- 
lions, though a bit less musical, 
so that the ladies may mark 
echoes. And the boatmen feather 
the oars to spread the water fan- 
wise so that the ladies may ob¬ 
serve its color, caused by the re¬ 
fracted sunlight which enters 
through a second opening from 
the outside 10 feet under water— 
a combination of peacock blue and 
silver whose beauty is unique. By 
this time the ladies are a little 
weary of the noise and begin to 
worry about the possibility of 
having their dresses drenched. So 
the boats begin to go out through 
the small opening—everybody ly¬ 
ing down again, the boatman 
pulling the boat through by a per¬ 
manently anchored chain, and ev¬ 
erybody looking cheerful and re¬ 
lieved to be out from under all 
that mountain of rock and in the 
sunshine again, with lunch time 
approaching.

On my cloth was found a 
streak of paint, mixed with a 
gelatinous substance, undoubtedly 
varnish. So that is the danger 
line. Two layers of varnish may 
be removed with impunity, leav¬ 
ing the last one to protect the 
glaze.” 

The restorer did just that and 
except for the tear which yet had 
to be mended the painting looked 
as fresh as if it were painted yes¬ 
terday. He explained to us that 
the tear had to be filled in with 
many layers of paint and that it 
would take at least a month or 
maybe longer before the painting 
would be completely restored. 

So we left, our curiosity satis¬ 
fied.

Second Visit to the Atelier of a 

Restorer (3rd of 12 articles) 

As is only natural, we who 
formed the little group of visitors 
to the atelier of the restorer of 
paintings the other day, were 
looking forward to watch the fin¬ 
ish of the restoration, described 
in last month’s article, and so it 
is that today we meet again at 
the restorer’s studio, and after 
an exchange of cordial greetings, 
he told us the following: 

“As you see. the canvas is firm- , 
ly stuck to the painting and no 
air bubbles are to be found. That 
is important, for if there were, 
the relining job would have to be 
done over again, involving the 
added trouble of first separating 
both canvases and 


some- 

| times happens that paintings are 
brought to this studio for restora¬ 
tion, because of damage by being 
covered with 17 or 18—yes, in 
one case with 25 coats of varnish. 
Now in order to do an effective 
job of restoration, all that varnish 
has to be removed, except the 
last coat protecting the glaze. 
For if that coat were removed, 
the glaze-coat automatically w’ould 
be removed too, which would give 
the picture a so-called 'skinned' 
appearance. For to this very first 
coat of varnish the glaze adheres 
and has become an inseparable i 
bond between the pigments in the 
painting and this first coat of 
varnish.

cleaning the back of the painting 
of all adhesive matter and cutting 
and preparing another relinei for 
the picture. Next, we place the 
cleaned stretcher, with keys rest¬ 
ing face down on the table. Care¬ 
fully we fold the edges of the re¬ 
lined picture towards the stretch¬ 
er, which has been previously 
weighted down, so that in the 
process of tacking the painting 
to the stretcher, nothing will 
j move out of place. After seourely 
\ tacking the picture to the 
j stretcher we remove the weights, 
insert the keys and evenly tap 
these keys with a small hammer, 
so that the front of the painting 
becomes as taut as a drumhead. 

“The next step is to turn the 
picture over and carefully build 
up the space between the table 
and the bottom of the painting, 
which space has been created by 
the thickness of the stretcher, 
with several layers of magazines 
and cardboard, so that when we 
exert pressure to the front of the . 
picture, which we unavoidably • 
have to do in the course of clean- j 
ing and restoring, the sharp edges 
of the stretcher will not bruise I 
the canvas. 

“Now we clean the painting 
thoroughly with rectified spirits 
of turpentine and a bristle brush. 
It is erroneous to think that tur¬ 
pentine will dissolve old paint. 
Even a painting three or four 
years old is quite safe cleaned 
with turpentine. This cleaning, 
however, will only take off the 
surface dirt. If, as in the case j 
of this picture, we have to re¬ 
move several layers of varnish, j
